gelding, for leſs than fifty pounds, forfeits the ſum of two 
hundred pounds. 

Provided that every race that ſhall be thereafter run, 
for any plate, prize, or ſum of money be begun and ended 
in one day. 

Horſes may run for any ſum on Newmarket- Heath, in 
the counties of Cambridge and Suffolk, and Black Hem- 
bleton, inthecounty of Y ork, without incurring any penalty. 

Provided alſo, That nothing therein contained, ſhail 
extend or be conſtrued to extend to prevent the ſtarting 
or running any horſe, mare, or gelding, for any plate, 
prize, or other thing or — iſſuing out of, or paid for, 
or by the rents, iſſuing out of or paid for, or by the rents, 
ifſnes, and profits of any lands, tenements, or hercdita- 
ments; or of, or by the intereſt of any ſum, or ſums of 
money, chargeable with the ſame, or appropriated for 


that purpoſe, 
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KING's PLATE ARTICLES. 


It is bis MAFESTY”s Command, that theſe following Rules 
be obſerved by the Owners and Riders of all ſuch horſes, 
mares, or geldings, as ſhall run for his Majeſty*s plates. 


I. Every horſe, mare or gelding that runneth for 
the ſaid plate, ſhall carry twelve ſtone ; fourteen pounds 
to the ſtone, three heats. *

* By a late order the King's plates at Newmarket and 
York, are altered to ONE HEAT, 
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II. Every perſon that putteth in a horſe, mare-or 
gelding for the ſaid plate, is to ſhew ſuch horſe, mare or 
gelding, with the marks, name, and name of the owner, 
ro be entered at the King's ſtables in Newmatket the day 
before they run; and ſhall then produce a certificate 
under the hand of the breeder, that his horſe, mare or 
gelding, be no more than ſix years old the graſs before. 

III. Every horſe, mare or gelding that runneth, is to 
ſtart between the hours of one and four in the after- 
noon ; and to be allowed half an hour between each 
heat to rub. 

IV. Every horſe, mare or gelding that runneth on 
the wrong ſide of the poſts or flags, or is diſtanced in 
any of the heats, ſhall have no ſhare of the ſaid plate, 
nor be ſuffered to run any more. 

V. The horſe, mare or gelding that winneth any two 
heats, winneth the plate; but if three ſeveral horſes, 
mares or geldings, win each of them a heat, then thoſe 
three, and only they, to ran a fourth heat; and the horſe, 
mare or gelding that winneth the fourth heat, ſhall have 
the plate. 

VI. And each horſe, mare or gelding's, &c. place as 
he or they come in, by the ending poſt, each heat, as 
x\t, 2d, or 3d, &c. ſhall be determined by ſuch Judges as 
ſhall be appointed for that purpoſe, by the maiter of the 
horſe. And in caſe any horſe, mare or gelding ſhall be 
then, or after proved to be above the age of ſix years the 
graſs before, the owner or owners of ſuch horſe, mare 
or gelding, ſhall be made incapable of ever ruaning for 
any of the King's Plates hereafter. | 

VII. As many of the riders as ſhall croſs, joſtle or 
ſtrike, or uſe any other foul play, as ſhall be judged by 
ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall be appointed by the maſter 
of the horſe, ſuch rider as ſhall be made incapable of ever 


riding any horſe, mare or gelding for any of his Majelty's
